3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance - Applicant's 
response filed on 12/1 1/2003 has been considered, with respect to claims 1, 8 the references of 
the record fail to teach or suggest: 

A multi-wavelength laser, comprising: (a) a pump laser source; (b) an optical gain 
module (OGM) which is pumped by the pump laser source; (c) a periodic band-pass filter (BPF) 
in a feedback loop between output and input of the optical gain module; and (d) the output of the 
OGM being an output of said multi-wavelength laser; wherein the OGM comprises a gain 
element and a gain flattening filter between the gain element and the periodic BPF.
